Have  you  ever  considered  that 
—  like  golf  —  the  merchandis¬ 
ing  of  printing  has  its  sand  traps 
and  water  hazards? 

Merchandising  hazards  are  men¬ 
tal,  the  same  as  those  of  golf.  They 
can  be  as  surely  overcome.  You 
create  merchandising  mental  haz¬ 
ards  when  you  try  to  judge  by  the 
size,  location  or  appearance  of  the 
prospect’s  place  of  business  that  he 
is  not  in  the  market  for  what  you 
have  to  sell.  Perhaps  you  pass  by 
and  go  on  to  a  more  prospierous 
prospect.  Or  you  reluctantly  make 
the  call,  thoroughly  convinced  that 
there  isn’t  the  slightest  possibility 
of  a  sale.  And  you  somewhat  sadly 
find  that  you  were  right! 

Obviously,  mental  hazards  are 
expensive  delusions  to  nourish. 
'They  sidetrack  many  thousands  of 
dollars  every  day  that  ought  to  go 
to  salesmen  as  commissions.  Why 
tolerate  them? 

Some  time  ago,  there  went  the 
rounds  a  story  of  a  printing  sales¬ 
man  that  bears  repeating.  The 
salesman  read  somewhere  that  the 
law  of  averages  takes  care  of  the 
man  who  makes  plenty  of  calls.  Ig¬ 
noring  the  value  of  an  enthusiastic 
sales  talk,  he  believed  that  the 
great  secret  of  salesmanship  was 
footwork.  He  went  from  office  to 
office,  asking,  “Do  you  need  print¬ 
ing,  today?”  And  it  was  claimed 
that  for  every  100  such  calls,  he 
made  two  sales. 

You  couldn’t  duplicate  that,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  you  know  it 
isn’t  real  selling.  He  didn’t  know 


that;  he  believed  that  calls  and  not 
persuasion  was  the  important  thing. 
Faith  in  his  theory  helped  him  lo¬ 
cate  one  printing  buyer  immediately 
in  the  market  out  of  every  50 
prospects.  But  his  mental  hazard 
blocked  possible  sales  to  others  of 
the  remaining  49  prospects! 

One  salesman  had  been  domi-» 
nated  for  years  by  his  own  mental 
hazard.  He  read  everything  he 
could  get  on  salesmanship,  but  his 
false  theory  persisted.  He  did  not 
believe  that  the  average  small  busi¬ 
ness  could  afford  any  of  the  adver¬ 
tising  specialties  he  sold.  In  his  ter¬ 
ritory  relatively  important  firms 
were  greatly  outnumbered  by  small 
enterprises,  but  he  confined  his 
canvassing  to  the  larger  concerns. 
And  his  earnings  were  restricted, 
accordingly. 

One  day,  in  the  course  of  sales 
routine,  he  called  on  a  good  cus¬ 
tomer.  To  his  great  surprise  the 
buyer  declared  that  a  friend,  a 
struggling  garageman,  wanted  to 
see  him  regarding  advertising 
pieces.  It  was  a  type  of  concern  he 
had  hitherto  avoided,  but  he  quickly 
followed  up  the  lead.  He  took  an 
order  for  inexpensive  folders  and 
received  an  inquiry  on  a  small  but 
complete  direct  mail  campaign. 

Encouraged,  the  salesman  con¬ 
fided  how  he  had  always  passed  up 
the  “hole-in-the-wall”  concerns 
and  asked  the  garageman’s  opinion 
of  his  judgment. 

“Well,  you  were  wrong,”  he  re-

This  incident  opened  his  eyes  to 
his  pet  mental  hazard.  He  recalled 
that  certain  business  friends  who 
were  no  better  off,  financially,  than 
the  garageman,  spent  something 
for  advertising.  If  they  could  buy, 
why  not  others?  When  he  finally 
saw  things  in  this  light,  he  really 
began  to  sell. 

It  isn’t  always  so  easy  to  prove 
the  falsity  of  the  mental  hazard 
and  to  uproot  it.  Of  course,  any 
good  salesmanager  or  sales  minded 
printer  could  help  a  salesman  find 
himself.  This  was  done  in  one  in¬ 
stance,  and  the  fault  suggested  the 
cure. 

This  salesman  had  energy  and 
initiative.  He  knew  printing  sales 
and  records  proved  it.  Yet  a  study 
of  his  sales  records  indicated  that 
his  sales  were  invariably  made  in 
morning  hours.  What  of  his  after¬ 
noons?  Why  didn’t  he  sell  then? 

When  called  to  task,  the  sales¬ 
man  protested  that  buyers  did  not 
respond  in  the  afternoon  as  they 
had  earlier  in  the  day.  Afternoon 
canvassing  was  just  a  waste  of  time. 
Buyers  just  couldn’t  be  persuaded 
to  place  an  order  now.  Yes,  the 
salesman  would  be  glad  to  have  the 
salesmanager  along  on  the  follow¬ 
ing  day! 

Full  of  vim  and  vigor  as  usual, 
the  salesman  left  the  office  next 
morning  with  the  salesmanager. 
He  tvorked  hard  all  through  the 
morning,  right  up  to  12  o’clock. 
Then  they  went  to  a  home  restaur¬ 
ant  where  the  salesman  ate  reg¬ 
ularly.  Both  ordered  the  same  plate 
lunch.  When  it  was  served,  the 
salesmanager  was  dumbfounded* 


that  fifty  cents  could  buy  so  much  ' 
food !  i 

Finally,  the  salesman  pushed  back  ^ 
from  the  table  with  a  contented 
sigh.  “Boy,  that  was  good!”  Then 
he  noticed  his  companion  hadn’t 
eaten  half  his  lunch,  “l^t’s 
wrong  with  your  appetite?

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.;  May  28. 

— (ICN) — Just  before  going 
to  press  the  Supreme  Court  bomb- 
i^ell  descended  upon  the  Capital 
rendering  the  present  National  Re¬ 
covery  Act  unconstitutional.  While 
Jack  Tate,  Administrator  of  Divi¬ 
sion  Seven,  assumes  an  attitude  of 
watchful  waiting.  Editor  Porter¬ 
field  of  the  Typothetae  Bulletin, 
official  Bulletin  of  the  U.T.A.,  told 
Graphic  Arts  Monthly  correspon¬ 
dent  that  the  Association  was  “not 
perturbed.” 

“It  is  a  little  too  soon  to  state 
definitely  jiist  what  will  result 
from  the  decision,”  Administrator 
Tate  said.  “We  are  all  waiting  for 
some  official  word,  but  right  now  it 
would  be  impossible  to  make  any 
predictions.” 

At  the  U.TA.  headquarters  Mr. 
Porterfield  stated  that  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  had  a  job  before  the  birth 
of  the  National  Recovery  Act,  and 
“we  can  easily  go  on  with  it  now.” 

“The  possibility  of  this  decision 
did  not  take  us  unawares,”  Mr. 
Porterfield  stated.  “We  have  dis¬ 
cussed  it  at  meetings  several  times 
in  the  past  so  our  plans  are  fairly 
well  formulated  to  meet  the  emer¬ 
gency.  However,  there  will  be  a 
meeting  called  for  next  Tuesday 
(June  4)  to  see  what  can  be 
evolved.” 

It  is  believed  here  that  should 
new  legislation  take  the  place  of 
the  N.R.A.  to  provide  for  a  new  re¬ 
vised  court-proof  code  set-up  there 
will  be  a  continuation  in  the 
Graphic  Arts  Industry  to .  solv« 


such  intricate  problems  as  the 
current  moot  question  of  overlap¬ 
ping,  etcetera,"  surveyed  for  its 
readers  by  Graphic  Arts  Monthly’s 
Washington  Correspondent. 

T wo  Legislative  Clouds 
In  the  hurry  and  bustle  of  last 
minute  legislation  there  is  vital 
danger  to  the  Graphic  Arts  indus¬ 
tries  that  S-994  (Senate  Bill)  in¬ 
troduced  in  the  Senate  by  Senator 
Pat  Harrison  will  be  rushed  to  the 
floor  and  passed.  This  bill  which 
has  aroused  the  antagonism  of  the 
U.  T.  A.  here,  and  various  national 
printing  groups,  proposes  to  tax 
shipments  in  interstate  commerce. 

Thus  any  business  firms  doing 
an  interstate  business  would  have 
taxes  placed  on  their  shipments. 
Mail  order  business  would  be  cur¬ 
tailed.  Commerce  will  not  have 
free  and  easy  movement  across 
state  boundaries.  Business  will  suf¬ 
fer;  printing  sales  will  decline. 

Companion  bill  to  this  is  HR 
3971  introduced  in  the  House  by 
Congressman  Clarence  Lea.  This 
is  a  duplicate  in  purpose  of  the 
Harrison  bill,  and  results  on  print¬ 
ing  industry  would  be  as  disastrous 
if  it  were  passed. 

U.  T.  A.  executives  here  are  gen¬ 
uinely  alarmed  about  these  meas¬ 
ures,  and  urge  printers  to  send 
their  protests  directly  to  their  Sen-

Planograph  Process 
L.  S.,  Ojibwa,  requests  an  out- 

•  line  of  the  photolithographic 
process  variously  known  as  “Piano- 
graph”  “Planotype”  or  “Photo¬ 
print.” 

This  is  a  form  of  photolithog- 

•  raphy  that  has  gained  con¬ 
siderable  application  during  the 
past  few  years  for  the  production  of 
letters,  booklets,  folders,  broadsides 
and  other  forms  of  simple  printed 
matter.  The  work  may  be  either  in 
one-color  or  two-  and  three-color 
effects;  in  most  instances,  the  color 
schemes  are  rather  simple,  consist¬ 
ing  of  solid  areas,  and  sometimes 
the  use  of  tints.  As  a  general  rule, 
three-  and  four-color  process  work 
is  seldom  attempted  in  Plano¬ 
graphic  plants  —  this  being  re¬ 
served  for  the  better  equipped 
lithographic  establishments. 

The  production  of  either  a  line  or 
halftone  illustration,  a  letterhead 
or  other  commercial  requisite  is  a 
more  or  less  simple  procedure,  once 
the  elementary  principles  of  lithog¬ 
raphy  are  mastered.  Contrary  to 
certain  claims  voiced  by  enthusi¬ 
astic  salesmen  of  platemaking 
equipment  and  offset  presses,  the 
planographic  process  does  require 
a  certain  knowledge  and  basic  ex¬ 
perience  if  good  results  are  to  be 
consistently  produced. 


It  requires  a  certain  degree  of! 
photographic  experience  in  order  to 
produce  a  satisfactory  line  and 
halftone  negative;  it  also  requires 
a  knowledge  of  offset  platemaking, 
so  as  to  produce  an  image  on  the 
grained  metal  plate  that  will  de¬ 
liver  satisfactory  impressions  on  5 
the  offset  press.  Finally,  the  press-  ^ 
man  must  know  how  to  operate  the  ^ 
press  for  the  best  results  under  all  ' 
conditions.  Those  interested  in  off- 
set  lithography  should  not  be  in¬ 
fluenced  by  glowing  hut  ridiadm  ' 
tales  of  being  able  to  master  the 
process  in  two  or  three  weeks;  ! 
neither  should  prospective  employ-  ; 
ers  give  consideration  to  nonsensi¬ 
cal  assertions  that  an  efficient  per¬ 
sonnel  can  be  quickly  trained— 
and  that  “men  in  the  streets”  can 
be  transformed  into  good  workmen 
in  a  very  short  time. 

It  is  true  that  they  might  he  able 
to  produce  a  photolithographic  im-  | 
pression  without  the  benefit  of  at  ■ 
least  an  elementary  training,  but  < 
the  great  probability  is  that  such 
an  impression  will  be  a  disgrace  to 
real  lithography! 

As  to  equipment  required  for 
pianographing;  the  first  necessity  I 
is,  of  course,  a  camera.  It  is  usual  i 
to  employ  those  of  the  darkroom  \ 
type,  wherein  the  rear  section  of 
the  camera  is  permanently  fixed  in 
the  wall  of  the  darkroom,  permit-

ting  the  operator  to  carry  out  the 
operation  of  focusing  and  exposure 
of  the  image  in  the  darkroom,  with 
a  consequential  greater  convenience 
and  increased  photographic  pro¬ 
duction. 

A  lens  is  an  obvious  further  ne¬ 
cessity,  as  are  also  arc  lamps  for 
illumination  of  the  copy  during 
focusing  and  exposure.  The  lamps 
should  be  of  comparatively  high 
amperage,  so  as  to  provide  a  bril¬ 
liant  light  and  thus  reduce  expos¬ 
ure  time  in  the  camera. 

Since  high-grade  color  process 
work  is  seldom  attempted  in  piano- 
graph  establishments,  lenses  of  ex¬ 
tremely  high  color  correction  are 
not  necessary;  any  good  process 
lens  will  be  satisfactory,  but  its 
focal  length  should  not  be  less  than 
18  inches. 

Process  film  is  the  most  widely 
used  photographic  material  for 
planographic  work;  it  is  furnished 
in  sheets  of  various  size,  but  the 
best  procedure  is  to  purchase  it  in 
sheets  of  18x23  inches,  so  that  four 
8^x11  copies  can  be  simultaneously 
exposed  as  a  single  imit  without 
wastage  of  film.  For  purpose  of  ex¬ 
posure  the  film  is  simply  squeegeed, 
face  up,  in  contact  with  a  support 
or  “stayfiat,”  consisting  of  a  coating. 


of  glycerine-gelatinous  compound, 
which  possesses  a  slight  tackiness, 
on  which  the  film  can  be  held  in  a 
fiat  and  mobile  position  during  ex¬ 
posure. 

For  halftone  reproduction,  a  half¬ 
tone  screen  is  also  a  necessary  item 
of  equipment;  the  most  commonly 
used  rulings  in  planography  are  120 
and  133  lines  per  inch.  Rectangular 
screens  are  the  usual  choice,  though 
the  circular  variety  is  very  con¬ 
venient  for  color  work,  and  also  for 
the  elimination  of  moire  effects 
when  reproducing  halftone  proofs 
or  copies;  in  the  latter  instance,  the 
circular  screen  is  rotated  until  the 
moire  or  pattern  disappears  from 
the  image  transmitted  by  the 
screen. 

To  produce  a  line  negative,  the 
copy  is  placed  on  the  copyboard  of 
the  camera,  and  the  image  then 
focused  to  the  correct  size  on  the 
groundglass,  which  in  the  darkroom 
type  of  camera,  is  located  in  the 
darkroom  proper.  After  focusing, 
the  lights  are  placed  in  position  for 
even  illumination  of  the  copy,  and 
the  lens  aperture  reduced  to  the  re¬ 
quired  diameter  for  the  exposure. 

A  sheet  of  film  is  then  placed  on 
the  “stayfiat”  and  this  introduced

jaws,  instead  of  rising  smoothly,  as 
it  used  to.  Also  the  shoulders  of  my 
mats  along  either  edge  of  the  side 
wall  show  a  roughened  appearance, 
some  have  small  rough  grooves  up 
and  down  the  mat  shoulder,  that 
pass  right  over  the  edge  walls  where 
the  letters  are  punched,  and  my 
bands  are  accumulating  metal  at 
casting  point,  regardless  of  careful 
cleaning,  and  hair  lines  are  begin- 
ning  to  print  up  in  the  type.  Some¬ 
thing  serious  is  happening,  but  I 
can’t  find  it,  apparently.  Please  in¬ 
form  me. — J.  C.  M.,  Operator. 


A  Your  story  indicates  a  serious 
condition,  indeed,  that  should 


condition,  indeed,  that  should 
be  remedied  at  once.  Your  vise  clos¬ 
ing  screw  apparently  is  not  releas¬ 
ing  your  left  hand  vise  jaw  as  it 
should  after  the  cast,  thereby  re¬ 
taining  the  lock-up  squeeze  of  mats 
and  bands,  the  first  elevator  forcing 
them  up  out  of  the  vise  jaws  with 
a  heavy  friction  drag  of  the  side 
walls  and  shoulders  of  the  mat  at 
each  end  of  the  line  against  the 
vise  Jaws,  roughing  and  eating 
away  the  shoulders  of  those  mats, 
finally  injuring  the  entire  font.  It 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  release 
this  lock-up  before  the  first  elevator 
rises  out  of  the  vise  jaws,  and  the 
vise  closing  screw  is  there  for  that 
purpose.  In  the  case  of  the  linotsrpe 


a  tapered  wedge  bearing  at  the 
upper  end  of  the  operating  arm, 
operated  by  the  justification  lever 
at  its  lower  end,  serves  to  move  the 
left-hand  vise  jaw  horizontally  in 
and  out  against  the  line  of  mats, 
and  it  should  be  so  set  by  its  adjust¬ 
ing  screw  at  the  bottom  that  it  will 
give  its  greatest  clearance  to  a  liie 
of  mats  entering  the  jaws.  When 
so  set  it  also  gives  its  greatest  re¬ 
lease  to  the  line  of  mats  after  cast¬ 
ing,  when  the  justification  lever  re¬ 
turns  to  rest.  The  line  will  then 
rise  freely  and  no  damage  will  re¬ 
sult.  Make  all  adjustments  to  ac¬ 
complish  this  result.  In  the  case 
of  an  intertype  the  same  results  are 
accomplished  by  a  vise  closing 
screw,  operated  by  a  short  lever  at 
the  upper  end  of  the  operating  arm. 
All  adjustments  should  be  so  made 
as  to  give  the  left-hand  vise  jaw 
the  greatest  horizontal  movement 
possible.  Once  this  is  secured,  lubri¬ 
cate  the  screw  at  intervals,  and 
‘maintain  the  adjustment.  It  some¬ 
times  happens  that  an  improper 
setting  or  bind  of  the  vise  closing 
screw,  preventing  its  full  stroke, 
breaks  the  operating  section  loose 
from  its  base,  in  which  case  the 
mechanism  is  inactive  and  line  bind 
will  result  as  indicated.  A  careful 
operator  will  regularly  check  his 
machine  to  avoid  the  conditions 
above  described.  An  ounce  of  pre¬ 
vention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure.

Figuring  Ems 

QWUl  you  please  send  me  the 
•  correct  method  of  figuring 
the  number  of  ems  of  type  of  any 
given  size,  length  of  line  and  inches 
deep.  Do  you  figure  space  between 
lines?  Do  you  deduct  the  difference 
between  a  20-inch  galley  of  8-point 
type  13  picas  wide  on  8-point  slug 
and  the  same  type  on  a  10-point 
slug,  etc.  Springs,  S.  D. 

A  Trade  composition  houses 
which  sell  their  product  by 
measurement  instead  of  by  the  hour 
of  course  have  various  appliances 
for  measuring  type.  However,  here 
is  the  simple  way  to  determine 
number  of  ems  of  any  size  of  type 
in  a  line:  For  instance,  the  type  is 
8-point,  16  picas  wide.  Multiply 
16  X  12  to  get  number  of  points  in 
line  =  192,  divided  by  8  to  get  num¬ 
ber  of  ems  in  line  =  24.  In  case  the 
line  happened  to  have  a  fraction 
more  than  an  even  number  of  ems 
to  the  line,  then  that  fraction  is 
counted  as  a  full  em  in  measuring. 
With  the  type  above  mentioned,  it 
would  take  a  little  more  than  41 
lines  to  make  a  thousand  ems  of 
solid  matter  —  or  about  four  and  a 
half  inches  in  depth,  since  8-point 
type  runs  nine  lines  to  the  inch. 
Another  way  which  can  be  used  in 
figuring  measurements  is  to  esti¬ 
mate  in  square  inches.  6-point 
matter  contains  144  ems  to  the 
square  inch;  8-point  matter,  81  ems

to  square  inch;  10-point,  52;  12. 
point,  36,  etc.  The  trade  practice  is 
to  figure  8-point  matter  on  10-point 
slugs  as  solid  8-point.  I  believe  this 
is  recognized  by  Code  authorities. 
However,  when  composition  is  be¬ 
ing  done  upon  an  hourly  basis,  you 
can  get  type  set  on  a  larger  slug 
without  penalty.

Photostat  Camera  for  Halftone 

QC.  M.,  Iowa  City,  is  of  the 
•  opinion  that  a  photostat 
camera  can  be  employed  for  mak¬ 
ing  halftone  negatives. 

A  With  the  necessary  alteration 
•  of  the  camera  so  as  to  permit 
the  insertion  of  a  halftone  screen, 
this  type  of  camera  could  be  em¬ 
ployed  for  the  intended  purpose. 

However,  would  not  these  alter¬ 
ations  be  as  expensive  as  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  small  process  camera? 
When  one  considers  that  a  plate- 
holder  must  be  provided,  to  say 
nothing  of  rebuilding  the  back  of 
the  camera  to  incorporate  the  nec¬ 
essary  screen  gear  and  screen  car¬ 
rier,  the  logical  conclusion  is  that 
the  purchase  of  an  inexpensive 
process  camera  would  be  preferable. 

Z.inc  Etching 

QE.  G.,  Valley  City,  desires  to 
•  know  whether  drawings  can 
be  made  directly  on  zinc  for  the 
production  of  zinc  etchings. 

A  Before  the  invention  of  pho- 
^  •  tomechanical  methods,  draw¬ 
ing  or  transferring  images  on  zinc 
plates  was  the  only  means  of  secur¬ 
ing  a  design  on  the  metal.  This 
was  patented  in  France  in  1850  by 
Charles  Gillot;  it  was  later  known 
as  panikonography  or  “gillotage.” 

While  the  design  may  be  drawn 
directly  on  the  metal,  it  will  have 
to  be  drawn  in  reverse  for  proper 
position  of  image  when  printing 


from  the  etched  plate.  As  a  result 
it  was  usual  to  draw  the  design  on 
transfer  paper  and  then  transfer  it 
to  the  metal,  using  a  greasy  litho- 
graphic  ink  for  the  purpose. 

For  drawing  directly  on  zinc,  the 
metal  must  first  be  polished  with  a 
paste  of  pumice  stone  to  free  it  oi 
all  grease;  it  is  then  treated  with  a 
graining  or  matting  solution,  which 
provides  a  “tooth”  or  chemical 
sensitivity  for  the  ink  used.  This 
solution  is  a  simple  one: 

Water  . 32  ounces 

Powdered  alum ...  1%  ounces 
Nitric  acid .  1  dram 

After  subjecting  the  metal  to  this 
bath,  the  surface  is  sponged  oS, 
after  which  the  plate  is  quickly 
dried  to  prevent  oxidation. 

The  actual  drawing  on  the  metal 
is  executed  with  lithographic 
tusche,  a  commercial  article  of 
trade,  though  it  may  be  individually 
prepared  according  to  the  following 
formula: 

White  wax .  8  ounces 

White  soap . 2%  ounces 

Melt  with  the  aid  of  slow  heat,  and 
when  well  mixed,  add: 

Lampblack . 1  ounce 

Mix  well  with  the  wax-soap  mix¬ 
ture,  bring  the  mass  to  a  rather 
high  heat  and  add: 

Orange  shellac . 2  ounces 

After  thorough  mixing  and  stir¬ 
ring,  permit  the  mass  to  cool,  and 
then  cut  it  into  small  cakes.  For

quantity  of  water. 

The  greasy  nature  of  the  ink 
causes  the  etching  powder  to  ad¬ 
here  to  its  surface,  thus  providing 
the  required  acid  resisting  property 
for  successful  etching.  If  an  image 
of  greater  resistance  is  desired,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  coat  the  plate 
with  a  thin  solution  of  gum  arable; 
when  dry,  the  image  is  rolled  up 
with  etching  ink  until  the  design 
appears  quite  black  in  color.  The 
giun  solution  is  then  sponged  off 
the  plate,  the  metal  dried,  after 
which  the  plate  is  ready  for  pow¬ 
dering.

About  the  only  manner  in  which 
screens  could  be  produced  on  cellu 
loid  would  be  to  make  a  photo^ 
graphic  copy  of  a  screen  on  a  good 
dry  plate  (such  as  the  Cramet 
“Super  Contrast”  or  similar  plates) 
using  a  special  stop  for  the  purpose’ 
This  stop,  suggested  by  Villemaire 
is  illustrated  here;  screen  distances 
with  the  stop  are  somewhat  greater 
than  those  ordinarily  used.

Modern  zinc  etching  is  usually 
performed  with  special  machines 
for  the  purpose,  but  for  those  who 
may  desire  to  experiment,  or  whose 
volume  of  work  does  not  justify  this 
expenditure,  a  tub  can  be  used  sim¬ 
ilar  to  that  in  the  accompanying 
illustration.  This  can  be  con¬ 
structed  of  csrpress  covered  with  a 
coating  of  pitch  to  resist  the  corro¬ 
sive  action  of  nitric  acid  used  in 
zinc  etching.  Other  designs  of  tubs 
are  in  existence,  but  the  one  shown 
will  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
amateur,  who  can  place  it  on  a 
table  and  operate  it  by  hand  power. 

Celluloid  Halftone  Screens 

QR.  D.,  Birmingham,  inquires 
*  to  the  possibility  of  secur¬ 
ing  halftone  screens  on  celluloid. 

Such  screens  are  not  com- 
•  mercial  articles  of  trade; 
modern  halftone  screens  are  rul¬ 
ings  etched  in  glass  plates. 


Prom  the  screen  pattern  pro¬ 
duced  with  this  stop  on  a  dry  plate, 
it  is  a  relatively  simple  matter  to 
produce  a  positive  on  film  by  con¬ 
tact  printing  from  the  negative.  In 
this  manner,  a  halftone  screen 
structure  will  be  obtained  on  cellu¬ 
loid;  such  screens  have  a  variety  of 
uses  for  double  printing  on  ^th 
zinc  and  copper. 

If  a  single-line  effect  is  desire^ 
the  old  dodge  of  employing  a  slit 
stop  cut  at  an  angle  of  45  degrees 
will  be  satisfactory.  It  may  be  well 
to  point  out,  however,  that  no  lens 
is  really  needed  for  such  screen 
effects  —  the  presence  of  the  lens 
elements  really  is  destructive  of 
good  sharp  line  formations  in  the 
reproduced  screens.  If  possible,  re¬ 
move  both  the  front  and  rear  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  lens,  and  then  insert 
the  Waterhouse  stop  in  the  slot  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  barrel  of  the  lens  for 
insertion  of  such  stops.

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Heavier  Weight  Papers 

QWe  are^sending  you  a  copy  of 
•  our  annual  catalogue,  printed 
in  four  colors  on  seventy  pound 
coated  paper.  While  the  work  is 
very  satisfactory  to  us,  we  have 
been  wondering  if  you  could  tell  us 
if  it  would  be  possible  to  improve 
upon  the  result  by  using  a  heavier 
weight  paper  where  we  would  have 
the  benefit  of  a  heavier  coating.  If 
we  don’t  do  this,  would  it  be  better 
to  use  the  same  weight  in  a  higher 
grade?  The  grade  of  paper  we  are 
now  using  is  a  number  two  enamel. 

A  Our  reply  to  this,  question 
^  •  would  be,  of  necessity,  a  very 
general  one  were  it  not  for  the  fact 
that  we  have  the  benefit  of  looking 
at  a  sample  of  the  job  you  are  talk¬ 
ing  about.  As  to  an  improvement 
that  could  be  obtained  by  using 
a  heavier  weight,  say  an  eighty 
pound,  it  is  a  fact  that  eighty 
pound  coated  paper  is  the  happy 
medium  point  in  the  weight  of  all 
weights  made  from  sixty  to  one 
hundred  twenty.  In  the  eighty 
pound  basis  weight  there  seems  to 
be  the  best  combination  of  coating 
and  body  stock  for  all  desirable 
characteristics  of  a  coated  paper, 
such  as  good  strength  for  folding 
and  flexibility  in  the  folding  and  a 
good  weight  of  coating  in  relation 
to  the  weight  of  the  body  stock  to 
facilitate  good  printing.  In  your 
case,  however,  we  do  not  believe 
that  you  will  find  an  appreciable

In  I 
your  case,  however,  since  it  is  ob-  ■ 
vious  that  you  have  a  very  long  run,  j 
and  paper  cost,  as  well  as  postage  i 
cost,  is  considerable,  it  would  nrt  : 
seem  wise  that  you  change. 

As  to  a  possible  improvement  by 
using  a  higher  quality  of  paper,  the 
one  thing  that  would  be  possible  for 
a  mill  to  do  for  you  in  the  higher 
grades  would  be  to  give  you  greater 
brilliance  of  color  and  more  light 
reflection  in  the  coating,  which 
would  also  contribute  to  brilliance. 
This  would  make  the  contrasts  in 
your  illustrations  sharper  and  im¬ 
prove  the  snap  of  the  illustrations. 

From  the  character  of  your  four 
color  illustrations,  which  are  repro¬ 
ductions  of  large  subjects  repro¬ 
duced  in  small  size  with  lots  of  de¬ 
sign  and  color  variation,  it  might 
be  a  good  suggestion  to  try  a  spe¬ 
cially  sized  sheet  of  paper,  which 
would  be  a  little  harder  in  sizing

Progression  of  Colors 

QA  discussion  has  arisen  in  a 
•  certain  printing  plant  as  to 
the  proper  progression  of  colors  on 
the  sample  enclosed.  When  my 
firm  made  the  plates,  I  pulled  the 
proofs  in  the  following  order:  1st, 
black;  2nd,  yellow;  and  last,  red, 
using  transparent  inks  of  course. 
In  printing  the  job,  he  ran  the 
colors  in  the  same  order  but  used 
opaque  or  semi-opaque  inks  and 
there  is  no  comparison  between 
the  engraver’s  proof  and  the  final 
result.  His  contention  is,  that  the 
progression  of  colors  was  wrong 
and  should  have  been,  1st,  yellow; 
2nd,  red;  and  black,  last. 

Now,  CLS  you  can  see,  the  nature 
of  this  job  forbids  this  as  the  yel¬ 
low  and  red  both  strike  independ¬ 
ent  of  each  other  in  the  black 
plate.  My  own  contention  is  that 
if  he  did  not  have  time  for  the 
black  to  dry  thoroughly  before  the 
yellow  was  run,  that  the  same  re¬ 
sults  would  have  been  obtained  by 
running  the  yellow  first,  then  the 
black,  and  red  last,  vising  transpar¬ 
ent  colors. 

My  experience  as  a  pressman  be¬ 
fore  my  connection  with  an  en¬ 
graving  house  haa  been  that  in 
running  color  jobs,  if  the  yellow 
is  run  first  and  red  second,  there 
is  always  danger  of  the  job  having 
to  be  laid  aside  in  favor  of  some 
job  that  is  more  important  or  in  a 
greater  rush,  allowing  time  for  the 


yellow  and  red  to  crystallize  before 
getting  to  the  other  colors;  there- 
fore,  I  always  made  it  a  practice  to 
run  either  the  yellow  or  black  first 
as  it  is  easier  to  hold  back  yellow 
and  black  from  crystallizing  than 
yellow  and  red,  thereby,  eliminat¬ 
ing  this  risk,  except,  of  course, 
where  the  very  nature  of  the  job, 
or  subject  illustrated,  forbids  this 
progression  of  colors. 

Having  found  a  great  many 
helpful  suggestions  in  your  maga¬ 
zine  in  the  past,  I  am  hoping  you 
will  give  me  your  opinion  about 
this  particular  job,  and  also  as  to 
whether  I  am  right  or  not  about 
my  ideas  of  printing  four  color 
process  work.  Any  information  you 
can  give  me  about  the  methods 
employed  in  the  large  color  print¬ 
ing  plants  of  your  section  will  be 
appreciated,  as  my  employers  are 
desirous  of  cooperating  with  the 
printers  in  every  way  to  get  the 
very  best  final  results. 

I  might  add  that  the  printer 
completed  a  large  run  on  this  job 
before  finding  out  that  the  job  did 
not  look  right,  which  in  itself 
shows  carelessness  in  reproducing 
my  proofs. 

Your  opinion  and  information  as 
requested  above  will  do  much  to 
clarify  the  situation  as  opinions 
from  our  own  organization  might 
be  construed  as  being  partial  to 
ourselves.

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Broadly  speaking,  I  do  not  be- 
•  lieve  that  your  printer  cus¬ 
tomer  has  much  of  a  kick  coming, 
in  the  event  that  he  had  received 
the  proper  instructions  from  you, 
his  engraver.  If  you  had  sent  pro¬ 
gressive  instructions  showing  pro¬ 
gression  of  printing  and  the  proofs 
showing  ink  numbers,  indicating 
the  inks  that  you  used  to  arrive  at 
the  results,  no  difficulty  should  be 
encountered.  As  the  matter  stands, 
on  your  particular  piece  of  work, 
it  would  not  make  a  darned  bit  of 
difference  whether  the  black  was 
printed  first  or  last,  providing  pro¬ 
gressive  red  and  yellow  had  been 
used. 

Your  printer’s  job  would  not 
have  turned  out  quite  as  badly  as 
it  did  if  he  had  used  black  ink  as 
strong  in  pigment  value  as  your 
black  ink  and  incidentally  if  he 
had  not  been  so  sparing  in  his  ap¬ 
plication  of  his  black  ink.  He  prob¬ 
ably  did  not  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  that  the  board  he  is  printing 
on  allows  an  ink  to  penetrate  quite 
deeply  and  quite  a  heavy  color 
must  be  carried.  In  passing  I  would 
say  that  I  believe  in  your  proof 
you  have  carried  just  a  trifle  too 
much  black.  One  other  angle  for 
the  printer’s  protection  would  have 
been,  and  should  be  in  all  cases,  to 
advise  the  engraver  of  the  type  of 
stock  that  the  job  is  to  be  printed 
on  and  follow  out  the  custom 


which  IS  done  in  many  Northern 
cities  of  sending  a  small  supply  of 
the  stock  for  engraver’s  proof  with 
the  order.  This  precludes  any  nec¬ 
essity  of  argument. 

If  your  printer  attempts  to  print 
a  progressive  job  using  opaque  inks 
he  naturally  must  expect  trouble 
and  it  certainly  is  clear  to  me  that 
the  red  is  absolutely  opaque  and 
not  fitted  for  this  type  of  work. 

Now  for  your  end  of  it,  it  is  op¬ 
tional  whether  black  is  printed  first 
or  last  and  this  also  goes  for  all  of 
the  colors  used  in  3,  4  or  5  color 
work.  A  great  deal  of  this  is  deter¬ 
mined  on  the  result  desired  consis¬ 
tent  with  the  art  work.  There  is  no 
necessity  of  being  worried  over 
crystallization,  as  the  proper  proc¬ 
ess  inks  are  exempt  from  this  fault 
unless  the  pressman  foolishly  adds 
foreign  ingredients,  driers  or  re¬ 
ducer's,  without  first  consulting  the 
maker  of  the  ink.  In  the  case  of 
this  particular  piece  of  work,  had 
you  any  knowledge  that  it  was  to 
be  printed  on  coated  board  with  a 
soft  back,  it  would  have  been  best 
to  lay  the  yellow  first,  red  second 
and  the  black  last,  as  it  would  have 
made  a  better  foundation  for  the 
key  plate  and  to  a  great  degree 
covered  up  the  defects  that  would 
appear  in  the  board;  the  two  pre¬ 
ceding  colors  offer  a  seal  or  a  foun¬ 
dation.  You,  of  course,  are  evi¬ 
dently  proving  on  a  good  grade  of 
coated  and  it  does  not  make  much 
difference,  as  you  can  duplicate  re¬ 
sults  in  any  fashion  and  you  do  not 
have  to  take  into  account  the  ab¬ 
sorbing  qualities  of  the  material 
that  your  printer  friend  worked 
with. 

To  sum  it  up,  I  would  state  that 
the  trouble  in  this  particular  job 
and  its  production,  lies  distinctly 
at  the  doorstep  of  the  printer.  First, 
for  not  using  a  good  grade  of  black

into  the  camera  in  the  same  posi¬ 
tion  occupied  by  the  groundglass. 
The  exposure  will  depend  on  the 
brand  of  film  used,  together  with 
the  actual  strength  of  the  lights, 
and  the  stop  used  in  the  lens. 

On  completion  of  the  exposure, 
the  film  is  developed  and  then 
transferred  to  the  fixing  bath, 
which  attacks  and  dissolves  the 
parts  of  the  image  that  have  not 
been  acted  on  by  light  and  by  the 
developing  solution.  A  negative  im¬ 
age  results,  i.e.,  one  in  which  black 
lines  in  the  copy  are  represented  by 
transparent  spaces  in  the  film. 

After  fixing  and  washing,  the 
negative  is  hung  up  to  dry.  It  may 
be  printed  down  singly  for  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  a  pressplate,  but  it  is 
usual  to  combine  several  negatives 
in  a  single  unit  by  inserting  them 
in  position  in  a  layout  sheet,  and 
then  attaching  the  negatives  to  the 
sheet  by  means  of  adhesive  tape. 
By  this  system,  several  orders  of 
single  units  can  be  printed  at  once, 
thus  effecting  a  considerable  econ¬ 
omy  in  time,  labor  and  material. 

The  size  of  the  layout  sheet  and 
the  number  of  negatives  handled  as 
a  single  unit  will  naturally  depend 
on  the  size  of  the  press  and  sheet 
of  paper  capable  of  being  printed. 

On  assembly  of  the  negatives,  the 
unit  is  ready  to  be  printed  down  on 
sensitized  zinc  for  the  production  of 
the  actual  offset  printing  surface. 
As  explained  in  a  previous  issue, 
the  surface  of  the  zinc  is  slightly 
grained  or  roughened,  in  order  to 
provide  a  moisture-retaining  sur¬ 
face  to  the  non-porous  metal. 

The  solution  used  for  sensitizing 
the  zinc  is  a  mixture  of  albumen 
and  ammonium  bichromate;  when 
spread  over  the  plate  in  a  thin  film 
by  means  of  a  whirler,  the  solution

dries  and  leaves  a  thin  coating  of 
bichromated  albumen,  which  is 
sensitive  to  the  action  of  light.  The 
actual  coating  of  a  plate  can  only 
be  generally  described  —  to  person¬ 
ally  witness  the  operation  is  much 
more  instructive  than  explanatory 
written  instructions. 

When  the  coating  of  the  plate 
with  the  light-sensitive  solution  has 
been  effected,  the  sensitized  metal 
is  placed  in  a  vacuum  printing 
frame;  the  negative  is  then  placed 
in  proper  position  on  the  metal, 
with  the  face  or  dull  side  of  the  ^ 
in  actual  contact  with  the  grained 
surface. 

The  frame  is  then  locked  up  by 
sealing  the  edges  of  the  upper  and 
lower  compartments  by  means  of 
clamps  and  a  rubber  flange  running 
around  all  four  sides  of  the  frame. 
By  pumping  the  air  out  between 
the  two  frames,  the  flexible  rubber 
blanket  comprising  the  bottom  of 
the  vacuum  frame  is  brought  into 
contact  with  the  glass  of  the  up¬ 
per  half;  atmospheric  pressure  is 
brought  into  play,  causing  the  blan¬ 
ket  to  mold  and  conform  itself  to 
the  size  of  the  zinc  plate,  thus 
bringing  both  the  metal  and  neg¬ 
ative  into  intimate  and  close  con¬ 
tact  with  each  other. 

The  frame  is  then  placed  in  a 
vertical  position  before  an  arc  lamp 
and  an  exposure  given  the  sensi¬ 
tized  plate,  so  as  to  thoroughly  in- 
solubilize  those  areas  of  the  albu¬ 
men  coating  represented  by  trans¬ 
parency  in  the  negative.  In  the 
case  of  a  transparent  line  or  letter, 
the  light  will  penetrate  through  the 
film  and  affect  the  light-sensitive 
coating  on  the  zinc  plate,  but  the 
opaque  areas  of  the  film,  which 
represent  the  white  paper  of  the 
copy,  obviously  do  not  permit  the 
penetration  of  light.  As  a  result, 
these  areas  remain  unaffected  and 
in  a  soluble  state.

The  purpose  of  the  devel-  I 
oping  ink  is  twofold:  it  renders  the  I 
image  on  the  plate  visible  during  I 
development,  and  it  provides  a  I 
greasy  ink  base  to  the  image  for  I 
reception  of  further  ink  from  the  1 
rollers  of  the  press.  | 

Development  of  the  image  is  per-  | 
formed  with  water;  the  plate  being  | 
immersed  under  water  until  the  sol¬ 
uble  areas  of  the  albumen  image  be¬ 
gin  to  loosen,  when  the  action  is  | 
then  accelerated  by  swabbing  the 
plate  with  a  pledget  of  wet  absor¬ 
bent  cotton.  Completion  of  the 
process  is  indicated  when  the  image 
stands  out  clearly  defined  against 
the  gray  color  of  the  metal. 

At  this  point,  etching  of  the  im¬ 
age  follows  as  a  matter  of  course; 
the  etching  operation  is  nothing 
more  than  treatment  of  the  image 
with  a  weakly  acidified  gum  arabic 
solution,  which  assists  in  sharpen¬ 
ing  the  image  by  removal  of  any 
partially  soluble  particles  of  albu¬ 
men,  and  also  imparts  a  desen¬ 
sitized  or  non-grease  receptive 
property  to  the  bare  zinc. 

Under  certain  conditions,  the 
practise  of  first  rolling  up  the  plate 
with  ink  before  etching  is  com¬ 
mended,  since  the  film  of  devel¬ 
oping  ink  may  be  insufficient  to 
prevent  the  acidified  etching  solu¬ 
tion  from  penetrating  to  the  albu¬ 
men  coating. 

The  particular  advantage  enjoyed 
by  the  offset  lithographer  is  the 
fact  that  once  his  ink-albumen  im¬ 
age  is  produced  on  the  metal,  the 
plate  is  ready  for  the  printing 
press.  But  in  photo-engraving,  the 
ink  image  is  merely  the  foundation 
point,  and  must  subsequently  be 
followed  by  a  laborious  and  expen¬ 
sive  etching  of  the  image  into  the 
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necessary  relief  for  letterpress. 
Etching  is  also  augmented  in  most 
cases  by  routing  of  the  plate,  in 
order  to  still  further  increase  the 
depth  of  the  design  on  the  zinc 
surface. 

Particulars  on  offset  printing  may 
be  expected  in  an  early  issue  of  this 
column.

photo-composing  machines,  of 
which  there  are  several  in  various 
stages  of  perfection — though  none 
as  yet  are  being  used  to  any  great 
extwt  in  a  commercial  way  —  and 
we  are  unable  to  make  definite  pre¬ 
dictions  as  to  whether  any  of  these 
machines  are  commercially  prac¬ 
tical  at  the  present  time.  Some 
catalogs  and  a  large  portion  of  rail¬ 
road  tariff  work  is  even  now  being 
done  without  calling  on  the  com¬ 
posing  room  at  all.  The  copy  for 
the  camera  is  being  prepared  on  the 
typewriter.  Of  course  it  does  not 
have  the  finished  appearance  that 
real  typography  has,  but  it  is  being 
used  to  the  detriment  of  the  typo¬ 
graphic  printing  industry;  some 
being  made  into  zinc  etchings  for 
letterpress  work,  but  the  major  part 
being  printed  by  photo-litho  proc¬ 
esses.  As  has  been  mentioned  pre¬ 
viously  in  this  column,  some  print¬ 
ers  are  making  use  of  the  facilities 
already  offered  by  their  natmal 
allies,  the  electrotyper,  wax-en¬ 
graver  and  photo-engraver,  and 
holding  much  of  the  rule-form  work 
which  otherwise  would  be  handled 
by  other  processes;  others  are  re¬ 
maining  passive  and  gradually  los¬ 
ing  work  which  could  be  kept  in 
their  own  plants  if  they  informed 
themselves  fully  as  to  general 
trends  in  our  business.

and  carrying  a  heavy  enough  color 
and  secondly  for  not  employing 
process  inks  for  the  red  and  black. 
I  will  say,  however,  that  he  could 
not  be  expected  to  duplicate  your 
proof  in  its  entirety  and  clarity 
and  I  don’t  believe  that  he  would 
expect  it,  as  he  is  not  printing  on 
the  same  paper. 

You,  as  engravers,  can  save  your¬ 
selves  a  great  deal  of  money  and 
service  and  ill  feeling  engendered 
by  bickering  with  customers,  if  you, 
yourselves,  will  request  that  they 
send  small  supplies  of  their  paper, 
which  the  engravers  are  intended 
to  print  upon,  with  their  orders 
and  you  will  send  them  finished 
proofs  on  the  actual  paper  to  be 
used  for  the  printing  of  the  job. 
This  is  getting  to  be  quite  a  uni¬ 
versal  custom  and  is  working  out  to 
great  satisfaction  in  the  largest 
printing  center  of  the  country.

suit,  blood  is  drawn  away  from  your 
brain.  A  full  stomach  cripples  a 
good  mind.  It  slows  up  an  other¬ 
wise  convincing  sales  presentation 
and  creates  a  destructive  mental 
hazard.” 

Several  successive  days  of  light 
lunches  convinced  the  salesman 
that  his  superior  was  right.  With 
a  reasonable  amount  of  food  in  his 
stomach,  he  was  on  his  toes  after 
lunch  as  he  had  been  before.  And 
his  sales  curve  turned  upward. 

Neither  of  these  examples  may 
be  hazards  that  hold  you  back— 
salesman.  But  they  will  give  you 
food  for  thought.  Look  into  your 
own  abilities;  you  may  discover  one 
or  more  eradicable  mental  hazards. 
When  you  find  them,  take  the  cure.

FHA  and  the  Printer 

No,  this  paragraph  is  not  going 
to  tell  you  that  the  FHA  (Federal 
Housing  Administration)  has  cre¬ 
ated  an  entire  new  market  for 
printing.  A  recent  issue  of  The 
Typothetan  edited  by  David  A. 
Porterfield,  of  the  U.T.A.,  discussed 
this  all-important  topic  in  abosrb- 
ing  detail. 

Our  news  is  of  even  more  im¬ 
portance  than  that  we  believe,  for 
an  “inside  tip”  has  revealed  to  the 
Graphic  Arts  Monthly  that  the 
FHA  program  will  be  considerably 
enlarged  to  permit  loans  to  print¬ 
ers  to  install  modern  equipment  of 
a  permanent  type. 

“Yes,  printing  presses,  and  in 
fact  any  printing  office  equipment 
which  is  of  the  substantial  non¬ 
movable  type  will  be  included  in 
the  new  FHA  program,”  confirmed 
a  spokesman  at  the  Federal  Hous¬ 
ing  Administration. 

It  is  understood  that  the  grant¬ 
ing  of  loans  to  printers  under  the 
new  arrangement  is  entirely  de¬ 
pendent  upon  passage  by  Congress 
of  the  HOLC  bill  which  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  law  by  the  time  this  article 
appears  in  print. 

Unusual  secrecy  surrounds  the 
entire  program  at  FHA,  and 
Graphic  Arts  Monthly  was  told 
that  details  of  the  plan  would  not 
be  made  public  until  later.  Scoop. 

Postmaster  Farley  and  You

ington  “talk”  blames  the  printers 
themselves  for  revocation  of  the 
simplified  address  system  for  direct

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Recovering  Meted 


The  Meagher  County  News, 
White  Sulphur  Springs,  Montana, 
\^tes  us:  “an  interesting  method 
of  recovering  the  metal  from  lino¬ 
type  dross  has  been  discovered  by 
a  Montana  printer. 

“Linotype  metal  is  an  alloy  of  tin, 
antimony,  lead  and  zinc  in  varying 
proportions.  In  heating,  the  tin  and 
antimony,  which  form  the  most  ex¬ 
pensive  parts  of  the  mixture  com¬ 
bine  with  air  forming  oxides.  This 
has  to  be  skimmed  off  and  thrown 
out  each  time  the  metal  is  remelted 
for  casting.  It  represents  a  double 
loss,  for  not  only  is  material  thrown 
away,  but  the  dross  contains  the 
more  expensive  part  of  the  alloy. 
Linotype  metal  has  to  be  tested 
every  so  often  and  additional  anti¬ 
mony  and  tin  added  to  enrich  it. 

“ITiis  Montana  printer  wanted  to 
cover  a  hot  bed  of  coals  of  a  wood 
fire  during  a  recent  cold  snap  and 
not  having  any  ashes  he  shoveled 
some  dross  from  a  box  in  the  rear 
of  the  shop.  He  closed  up  the  stove 
and  on  coming  to  work  the  next 
morning  found  a  big  nugget  of 
metal  in  the  ash  pan  of  the  stove. 
This  on  testing  proved  to  be  prin¬ 
cipally  tin  and  antimony. 

“This  printer  now  saves  his  dross 
in  a  small  wooden  box  —  a  yeast 
foam  box  is  about  the  right  size. 
When  the  box  is  full  he  throws  it— 
box,  dross  and  all  on  a  heavy  bed  of 
coals  just  before  he  goes  home  at 
night  and  closes  up  the  drafts.  In 
the  morning  he  finds  that  his  dross 
has  been  smelted  and  the  metal  has 
run  down  into  the  ash  pan.

Col.  William  Ottman  of  the 
United  States  Printing  and  Litho¬ 
graphing  Co.  of  New  York,  succeeds 
Mr.  Calvert  as  vice  president.  Mil- 
ton  P.  Thwaite  of  Dennison  &  Sons, 
Long  Island  City,  N.  Y.,  and  Maurice 
Saunders  of  New  York,  were  re¬ 
elected  treasurer  and  secretary  re¬ 
spectively. 


The  preliminary  session  included

Palmer,  chairman  of  the  National 
Graphic  Arts  Coordinating  Com¬ 
mittee;  president  of  the  Kingsport 
Press  Inc.,  Kingsport,  Tennessee. 

Ernest  Gross,  counsel  for  the  Na¬ 
tional  Graphic  Arts  Coordinating 
Committee,  in  a  discussion  covering 
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Percy  N.  Calvert  (left)  and  Trowbridge  Marston 

his  experiences  with  the  code,  stated 
that  a  great  deal  of  further  study  in 
the  subject-  is  necessary  before  the 
code  can  be  effectively  revised.  In 
concluding  his  remarks  he  declared 
that  in  his  opinion  it  is  possible  to 
create  a  cost  formula  below  which 
no  one  will  be  able  to  sell.
